Applicant argued that the cited reference does not teach managing and synchronizing information exchanges between the processes to 
enable a synchronized multi modal interaction with the application (Remarks, first complete paragraph page 9). In response, Hashimoto 
(lines 16-47 column 41 ; lines 50-63 column 49) teaches the system allows the user to interact with the application via two different 
processes: text and speech. The user may enter the information via speech or via text data input wherein this information is converted 
into speech data output. This teaching clearly discloses synchronizing information exchanges between the processes. 
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
